Winnipeg, Aug. 19,—George Maneal- 
ly, one of the best railway engineers of 
Western Canada. was killed today on 
the Grand Trunk Pacific at Fort Willi- 
am, Ont., deing the victim of the first 
operating accident in the history of the 
new road. He was in charge of an 
engine which was hauling construction 
material, About seven miles from 
where the road crossed a muskeg, it is 
said, that the track sank and the engine 
tumbled on him, killing him instantly, 
The peculiar circumstances in connec: 
tion with the fatality was the fact that

The remedy the settlers claim is for 
the government to put a bounty of two 
dollars a head on the animals. One 
dollar, the amonnt heretofore paid, is 
not enough to pay men to quit their 
work to follow the chase, but at two 
dollars each the settiers would be willing 
to form parties and go out on a crusade 
of extermination. 

The pelts are worth about one dollar, 
so that even though the coyote is one of 
the most wily ‘of brutes, a party with 
good dogs and guns could make fair 
wages hunting them. 

The government should act in the 
matter and that right soon. The settlers 
are entitled to the protection and they 
are becoming exasperated. Some of 
them are working in town trying to get 
a few dollars ahead and when they get 
out home they find that the coyotes 
have destroyed property far in excess 
of what they themselves have earned.

INFLUENCE OF RACE 


“But, gentlemen, whatever the differ- 
ences.and complexity of life at home 
may be, they are caused not only by the 
crowded nature of the population, but 
also by the immense va: iety of interests 
that have to be dealt with in different 
parts of the world. There is, however, 
one great section of public opinion in 
England which is developing steadily 
and surely, and is growing more rapidly 
than any other section of thought. My 
view of that section I should like to giv 
you for what itis worth. It is briefly 
this: I believe that the general weight 
of influence exerted by citizevs of the 
British Empire all over the world, has 
been, and is, more general beneficial to 
the cause of progress than the influence 
of any other people. I have travelled 
io most parts of the world, and that is 
my sincere conviction. Nothing worth 
accomplishing in the world has ever 
beep accomplished in the absence of the 
national spirit; and nothing ever will 
be. Socialism, internationalism, hum- 
anitarianism and a!) the other isms are 
all very well; but they lead nowhere, 
because they are over-diffused. The 
first and most direct way we can serve, 
not only our own race, but humanity at 
large, is in the service of our own people: 
firstly, those people immediately around 
us in whatever branch of the big family 
to which we belong: and secondly, the 
big family of the empire itself. That is 
my conviction as to the best way a man 
may serve humanitv—developing and 
strengthing the tie of fellowship and 
fraternity, which unites usull from the 
Yukon to Melbourne, from Winnipeg to 
Calcutta, 


INDIFFERENCE AND IGNORANCE. 


“'T have had the good fortune to travel 
all over the empire; and in the over-sea 
parte I have never been fated to meet 
with anything like real disloyalty to the 
flag. (Renewed cheering). Loving my 
native country uery dearly, and the em 
pire, because the whole is greater than 
the part, still more dearly, I would say 
that, though I have never met disloyalty 
to the flag, I have met indifference here 
and there—that kind of indifference 
which might possibly lead to something 
worse than disloyalty some day, or 
something as bad, because it springs 
from ignorance and the sort of impa- 
tience that arises from ignerance. There 
is less of this in Canada, I suppose, than 
in any other part of he .empire—cert- 
ainly less than in the old country (hear, 
hear), and that is perfectly natural. 
Pocket and stomach poverty make for 
poverty of understanding, and you are 
blessed with very little of either. (Hear, 
hear). But that fact, gentlemen, ought 
to make you more tolerant, and the more 
patient. (Hear, hear). There was an 
Australian poet—a man whom I knew 
and loved—who said that in spite of the 
evanescence of life, ‘‘Two things stand 
like stone-kindness in another’s trouble, 
courage in your own.”’ I believe that is 
worth remembering and acting on.

East, the 
more so as there was then psevalent a 
disposition to use what money might be 
in hand to buy land, trusting to the fu- 
ture ture to get enough to pay. other bills 
So far had this gone that speculation in 
land had reached unheard of proportions 
Whether it was farm property or whether 
it was city building lots the impuzse was 
the same. Everybody wanted to buy. 
Farmers who had been blessed with good 
crops, who sold out at high prices, used 
the money to buy more land. To the 
retail merchant who kept them supplied 


they preferred to give notes, if they must |}: 


give something, 

The consequences is that, now, a good 
many merchants find themeelvee with 
thousands of dollars worth of what they 
believe to be gilt-edged note security, but 
find aleo, that the banks insist upon hav- 
ing the notes paid the wholesale and 
manufacturing establishments, which 
in their turn have taken paper payments 
from the retailers, are insisted upon 
a large reduction of the discount, and are 
in the meantime refraining from eelling 
goods to customers who do not meettheir 
paper. Sogeneral is this movement 
that in some cases taavellere are not ul- 
lowed to sell to more than a quarter 
or a third of their custemere. All thie 
affords a sufficient indication that the 
pressure being applied is s0 geter- 
al that it must be effective. And, it 
would seem, the end desired is bwing 
achieved without mud¢h dislocation. 
Wholesale houses report that as much as 
ninety per cent. of the paper which falls 
due in the early days of the month is paid 
when due. |): On the other hand it is re- 
ported that Winnipeg alone has lost, in 
the past six months. some hundreds of 
former residents who lived upon the boom 
in real estate.
